The Massachusetts Departments 
of Public Health and the Depart- 
ment of Fisheries and Wildlife have 
issued a statewide Fish Consump- 
tion Advisory. Levels of mercury in 
freshwater fish have been found to 
be above levels considered safe for 
regular consumption. Pregnant 
women are of special concern be- 
cause methyl mercury can cross 
the placenta and is particularly toxic 
to developing fetuses. There are 
now over 80 lakes, ponds and rivers 
in Massachusetts that have fish 
advisories due to high levels of 
mercury in fish. 

The Thermometer Exchange 
Program is one component of the 
larger Mercury Recovery Program 
being offered to Tewksbury resi- 
dents, Along with thermometers, 
the larger program will be collect- 
ing mercury thermostats and mer- 
cury switches. The kick-off Ther- 
mometer Exchange Program is 
meant to educate residents about 
mercury, its potential impact on 
health and the environment and to 
instruct residents how to property 
dispose of products that contain 
mercury.

“Because we are aware that there 


safety of those children,” Ms. 
Rushton states. “Medical interven- 
tion to save a life begins long before 
the patient arrives at the hospital.” 

Ms, Rushton says that keeping our 
children safe is a community effort 
that's all about taking preventive 
measures. Workshops and videos 
are available to educate school 
staff, parents and the public on 
preparing for such a life-threaten- 
ing possibility. 

Seventy-one students in the 
Wilmington School System have 
been identified as having life- 
threatening allergies. Teachers 
and school staff have been trained 
to use the “epi-pen,” basically a 
syringe that delivers a pre-deter- 
mined dose of epinephrine, in life- 
threatening allergic reactions. 

The panel members for the 
upcoming March 27 discussion 
include Lahey Clinic allergist Dr. 
John Saryan; licensed social work- 
er Michele Carrick, who is also the 
parent of a child with life-threaten- 
ing allergies; Lieutenant Dan 
Hurley, an EMT and firefighter 
from the Wilmington Fire 
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Panel members will be conducting 
an interactive community discus- 
sion of options to prevent life- 
threatening emergencies. 
Anaphylactic shock will be , dis- 
cussed in detail. Also included in 
the discussion will be the procedure 
on how to use the “epi-pen” and 
methods of preventing contact with 
specific life-threatening allergens. 
Precautions regarding the use of 
the “epi-pen” will also be discussed, 
as its use may be inappropriate for 
patients with heart problems. 

Foods such as peanuts, bananas 
and avocados can cause severe 
allergic reactions in some individu- 
als. Avoiding such foods is the first 
step in one's defense. Preventive 
measures include establishing “safe 
zones” in school cafeterias, where 
specific foods are not allowed. 
Children are educated to respect 
each other's sensitivities to aller- 
gies and help one another. 

Allergic reactions can occur when 
there is a crossover between some 
foods and medications. For exam- 
ple, salicylates occur naturally in 
oranges, so itive

How times have changed! 

In my day, “sweet sixteen” was 
the age that girls first got kissed 
and “March Madness” was the hor- 
rors of mud season.

The time was short, for the cara- 
van of cars was scheduled to leave 
within the hour (the district could 
not afford buses for athletic activi- 
ties), The-decision was made to 
play the JV game, but to do so with

also played for the varsity team, I 
already had four-fifths of a team 
(there were only 81 students at the

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high school), The varsity coach 
threw in his manager and a player 
to be named later. 

The hour ride to Rockland was 
uneventful, but the one-hour trip on 
the ferry was something for which 
Iwas . Thad never been 
out of the sight of land before and 
my stomach was rolling with the 
waves, We finally arrived at the 
wharf, and the paves were dis- 
bursed throughout the island at the 
homes of volunteer families. The 
varsity coach and I were escorted 
toa house, for there was 
no way off the island til morning. 
And the cast of “Survivor” thinks it 
has it rough. 

All the coaches and even the 
officials dined on beans and franks 
at the home of Vinalhaven’s head 
coach. The menu was a precursor 
to what was to come. In hindsight, 
Ishould have taken closer notice of 
the fact that the officials were spend- 
ing the night at the same coach’s 


Thetip-off time arrived, and with 
it commenced the most unusual 
basketball game I have ever expe- 
rienced. 

I forewarned my small band of 
six players to beware of fouls be- 
cause our bench of one gave us very 
little depth; Unfortunately, the two 
officials, fueled by their early din- 
ner, proved to be full of hot air and 
managed to raise quite a stink. By 
half-time, my five starters had 
amassed a large number of fouls. 
Half way the third period, 
my first player fouled out. I looked 
at my bench and the decision was 
easy. It was time to send in the only 
one sitting there - the varsity player 
on loan from the head coach. 

He immediately made an im- 
pression on the fans, all of whom 
were from Vinalhayen, by out-play- 
ing the less experienced JV play- 
ers. This raised the question in 
many minds as to why a coach 
would not put in his best player 


until the second half. Only those 
few of us from Stonington knew he 
was a “ringer” whom I was trying 
to save for the varsity game. 

I pleaded with my team not to 
foul out, but the officials, hoping for 
a good night’s sleep, pai have 
none of it. Five minutes into the 
final period they blew the whistle 
and another player bit the dust. 

I looked at my bench, then I 
looked at the refs and I shrugged. 
Since we were ahead, the game was 
allowed to continue - their five 
against my four. Seconds later, 
another whistle blew and it was five 
against three. 

Now the Vanalhaven fans had 
switched sides and were cheering 
wildly for their opposition, much to 
the dismay of their coach, who saw 
little humor in it, especially since 
he was still behind.

nasium erupted when yet another 
whistle was blown, and Iwas down 
to my final two players - the man- 
ager and the varsity loaner. 
I quickly called a time-out and 
declared a new strategy: a two on 
five defense, our man-to-man had 
died several questionable calls ear- 
lier, I again pleaded with them not 
to foul use we were remark- 
ably still in the game and we now 
had a gymnasium full of support- 
ers, none of whom we knew. 

Then came one final blast of hot 
air thro the referee’s 
lips and into his whistle: The man- 
ager had fouled out. The officials, 
with their first logical call of the 
evening, declared the game over 
becayse my “loan” player had no 
one/to whom he could throw the 
ball. We lost the game by a score of 
65 to 62 ,with 33 seconds left on the

“This project has been a 
dream for years now! When 
Austin Prep opered its doors in 
1963, it opened without the gym 
and auditorium structure that 
was originally planned.” 
explained Jay Dowd, Director 
of Development. 

As legend has it, unanticipat- 
ed ledge blasting depleted a 
large portion of the capital as 
the school was being built. 

The school, which currently 
has a student population of 
nearly 700, from over 40 commu- 
nities, was founded by the 
Augustinian Friers of the provi- 
dence of Saint Thomas of 
Villanova. 

Notably, Merrimack College 
was established by the very 
same founders. 

Instead of constructing the 
gymnasium structure shortly 
after the school opened, the 
plans were recalled. 

In 1969, Austin Prep found 
itself battling to stay afloat and

“As word spread, a group of 
parents, led by Charles 
McLaughlin, of Winchester, 
stepped up and offered their 
business expertise and leader- 
ship,” explained Dowd. “They 
proposed that the school be run 
by a Layman Board of Trustees. 
The provincial accepted the 
offer, although the teachers 
were recalled to Pennsylvania 
This was the first model of 
trusteeship for a catholic school 
in the region.” 

The restructuring efforts did 
carry a substancial financial 
obligation, although the school 
managed to survive and prosper. 

“There have been several 
attempts in the last 27 years to 
get the gymnasium project off 
the ground, but none were suc- 
cessful until this last one took 
flight,” said Dowd, who added, 
“Much like a lot of the other 
projects, this one was a product 
of momentum from the school 
community.” 

Austin Prep started out as an 
all-male High School (grades 
nine through twelve), designed 
to accomodate approximately 
1,000 students.

Spring cleaning 


in Reading 

“Cleaning the four town build- 
ings under the supervision of 
the School Department will cost 
roughly $14,000 more than was 
budgeted this year after the 
School Committee unanimously 
approved a three year contract 
with a new cleaning company,” 
notes the Reading edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“A memo from Director of 
Maintenance Richard Barrett to 
Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Harry Harutunian, included as 
part of the School Committee's 
informational packet, noted that 
the current cleaning company 
Systems Management, Inc., has 
given a termination notice to the 
town, effective as of December 
31, 2000. 

“In an attempt to find and 
secure a new contract that 
reflected a cost that the town 
has paid in the past, Harutunian 
informed the School Committee 
that there were two bidding 
periods for a new contract, the 
first of which produced two bid- 
ders, and the second only one. 
All of the bids came in over 
what the town has paid in the 
past. 

“Harutunian attributed the 
price increase in part to the new 
police station, which he estimat- 
ed to cost around $25,000 a year 
to clean seven days a week. 

“Harutunian recommended 
that the School Committee 
approve the only bid that was 
received during the second bid- 
ding period on October 31, 2000, 
which came in at $56,544 for 
three years, While Harutunian 
admitted that it was an increase 
in cost, he felt that the contract 
would still be better than doing 
the cleaning with existing town 
staff, especially given the pro- 
posed three year life of the con- 
tract...”

A beagle's dense, waterproof coat 
requires weekly brushing.
